He W'as a son of the Hon. .\lfred 
Conkling, who held a nuuibvr of high polit- 
icai trusts, including a seat rn the Seven­ 
teenth congress and the po.-ition of minister 
to Mexico. He w as also an author of consid­ 
erable note, and several very valuable law 
books were written by him.

to obtain a perfect image of the moon.

reflecting 
telescojM) a very detailed and corrts-'t 
photograpiiic view of the disk of the 
moon, which heafterward expose« i un­ 
der a powerful sola r microsco|,e. The 
circle obtained in the photograph had 
in the microscoi>e an apparent diame­ 
ter of over Ad feet. 
In this way. the 
story is, he was alife to perceive tha t 
what have been beiieveti to besea sa re 
really regions coveriHi with rich vege­ 
ta tion, and wiiat have a lwa ys been 
taken for mountainous regions are 
deserts ami seas.

J uly -I. IBOl, with his brother Frederick, 
who w as elected from NewYork city. in 
his caudiJ aey for the Thirty-eighth cougrcH4 
he was defeated by Mr. Kernan, in whose 
office he bad formerly been a Btiident, but 
was again succeBsful in 18BI, and resumed 
his seat in the Thirty-ninth congress. 
HIK FOliENSIC TEIUMPHS. 
It wa n then that he began that grand series 
of forensic triumphs \* hich have forced a 
passage into history, and entitled him to a 
position in the forefront of contemj'orary 
oratorH. The arraignment of McUlellan’B 
generalship, his memorable speeches on the 
questions of the war, his opposition to the 
legal tender act. and his influence in direct­ 
ing the [lolicyof the government toward the 
Bouch, have all served lo elevate him in 
glory aliove his peers, and to e.stablish his 
reputation beyond the reach of partisan 
bittcrncRs. In the autumn of 18«>(> he was 
chosen United Btates senator, assuming hts 
duties on the 4.h ot .March, 1807. He was 
ie-e!ected in 187A, and again in 1879. Mr. 
Conkling was the candidate of the Republi­ 
cans of New- York at the Cincinnati conven­ 
tion of 1870, ami oa the first ballot re­ 
ceived ail but one of the seveutv votes from 
his state and thirty votes be.sidea After the 
sixth ballot the New York delegation retired 
for consultation, and as the contest then ap­ 
peared to be one between Blaine and Hayes 
the New York vote was thrown almost sol­ 
idly for the Ohioan, iusaring his nomination. 
In 1880 Mr. Conkling upfieared in the na­ 
tional convention at Chicago as the cham­ 
pion of Gen. Grant, and his speech of nom­ 
ination. in which occurred the passage: “ You 
a« k where our candidate hails from, and the 
answer is, from AiifMimattox,” has become 
celebrated. It was Mr Conkling, too. w'ho 
offered the resolution pledging every mem­ 
ber of the convention to surmort the nom­ 
inee, “ whoever that nominee may be,” 
aud 
when 
three delegates voted “ no” 
it 
was 
Mr. Conkling who 
ottered a 
resolution ex[)elling the three delegates. In 
the warm discm-sion which followed Gen. 
Garfie’d p!aye<l lac part of [>eacemaker, aud 
the incident gave him an opportunity to 
make that favorable impression upon the 
convention which largely 
promoted his 
nomination four days later. In the diffi­ 
culties following the presidential election of 
187H, Mr. Conkling t(« ok a conspicuous part, 
notably in the framing and passage of the 
electoral commission a*iL 
rerha[i« the greatest mistake in life was 
his resignation from the United Btates sen­ 
ate in IB^O 
It w'a*i occasioned bv what he 
deemed the arbiirarj' and unjust conduct of 
INe.-<ident Garfield in insisting on the con­ 
firm ition of Gen. Robertson as coliector of 
tho [K»rt ut New York. 
The public were not 
in sviupathv with his movement, and the 
fair fame of Mr. Conkimg suffered at the 
hands of popular resentment. After retiring 
to private life he devoted himself to tile 
practice of law in New York city, and man­ 
aged several irn[» orunt cases with great suc- 
oes-s. 
lO'KI ISO ASO BLAINK. 
Mr Coiikiing’s uuarrel with .Mr. Bliune, 
arising from iiersonailties used in debate in 
he house in 1805, ha.s exercised remarkable 
intluence upon the fortunes of the two men 
aud upon the no itical history of their coun­ 
try. lr was a strongeJ ement in the defeat of 
Mr^Blainein the Cmciuuati convention of 
1870 and again ut Ctiicago in in so, and 
elected Mr. Cleveland president. It a leo led 
indirectly to the quarrel of t'onkiing with 
Garfield, th3 r*-signation of Coukliiig ani 
Platt, the assassination of Garfield, and the

Tw o Clev er Cirl* C a u s ht. 
The arrest at Birmingham. England, of 
th® notorious WooJ hall sisters, whose 
strange influence over the fats J ohn (iill of 
New York was the means of procuring f<ir 
them the greater part of his fortune, is an­ 
nounced in a cable dispatch receive*! from 
London. The story is that Alice, the 
younger of the sisters, resisteil arrest, and 
endeavored to throw a lights*! lamp at the 
officer. 
The Woodhall sisters w< re of humble 
parentage, and came from England about 
1870. Harriet was theeld» *r, and th# first 
to arrive, .‘^he obtained employment as 
cook in the household of J ohn Gill, a 
wealthy manufacturer of piano hardware. 
Bbs was soon in high favor with ber em­ 
ployer, and obtained [lermission to sen*! 
for ber sister. Alice came and was install­ 
ed as chambermaid. In 1871 Mrs. Gill 
died. The Woodhall girls were neither 
prepossessing of countenance nor youth­ 
ful, but a fair education had been added 
to their natural cleverness, an i they made 
the most of their opportunities. 
Mrs.Gtli hadhut long been dead Iieforethe 
influence of the two English girls over Mr. 
Gill became very apparent. He gave them 
presents of money, furniture and fine 
clothes, and Iavi*« he<i upon them apjiar- 
ently more affection than he bestowed u|» - 
on his children. 
Indee<l the J atb-r were 
often excluded from hi# [iresence at the 
will of his two favored servants, and it is 
said that one of the daughters, no ionizer 
able to endure the arrogance and insults 
of her father’s favorites, was forced to 
leave the house. 
It is estimated that these clever adven­ 
turers had obtained from Mr. Gill not less 
than $ 100,000 when they attempted the 
final stroke which made flight necessary 
and culminated in their arrest. That was 
the famous bond transfer, effected, as is 
alleged, partly by cajolery and partly by 
fo rg ery. .Mr. Gill bari $ .52,500 in 4 per cent 
registereii 
I’nitt-d Btates bonds. They 
were eent to the treasury department at

The 
letter accompanying the bonds asked that 
the new bonds be sent to Mr. Gill s arl- 
dress. The rerpiest was rom|ilied with,the 
two servant girls securtel the reiHsuerJ 
honda anti disposed of them thrmigh the 
firm of F'isk A Hatch. This was in Mav, 
1883. 
.\bout this time the courts, at the in­ 
stance of nieml>er-ot Mr. tiill’s family, de­ 
clared him incapable of managing his estate.

he reg ulated with precision by the 
thermometer, sometimes chang ing his 
dress many times a day , and selected 
for his over clothes when he rode out 
the very g arments which the mercury 
indicated. 
He had a weathercock put upon his 
stable within fair view from his bed­ 
room and sitting room, and that and 
his thermometer, and all possible or 
impossible sig hs of the weather.he was 
watching constantly , and found in 
these occupations a very ag reeable 
way of employ ing all his day and all 
his day s. How far his long life is to be 
attributed to this ex cessive care it is 
impossible to tell, but he outlived ev­ 
ery brother and sister,every brother's 
wife, every sister’s husband, and his 
own wife, and died in 1837 at the ag e 
of eig hfy -one.

There are peo­ 
ple, otherwise healthy , who.-ecapacity 
of feeling is so far incomplete that they 
never know’ what it is to be cold so far 
as sensations convey ed to the-km are 
concerned.

This probably 
arises from an abnormal condition of 
the spinal cord. M. Herzen mentions 
the ca^e of an old woman whose leg s, 
partially paraly zed, could feel only 
min and cold. At her autopsy it was 
ound that the spinal cord in the 
neig hborhood of the nervous centres 
of the back was shriveled and other­ 
wise in an unhealthy state 
But M. 
Herzen has not rested content with 
observations of his own specie-; he has 
made ex periments on the lower ani­ 
mals, classified several of the sensa­ 
tions of the touch, and discovered 
their localizations in the org anism;

The action 
of V. &. Smile, the law partner of 
Mayor Newman, at a meeting of the 
new council last night in absolutely 
begging the aldermen to grant the 
ordinance to the Fargo Incandescent 
Light company, was the subject of 
much comment on the street.

Several days after he 
complained to 
friends in 
tiie Hoffman 
house 
and 
elsewhere 
that 
be 
was 
feeling unwell. 
He continued ailing until 
on Friday, April 6, after he had been e x ­ 
posed to a severe draft in Judge Horace 
iiusselt’s office at a reference the day before 
his illness came to a point. 
Dr. Cornelius 
11. Agnew, who is now himself lying at 
the point of death, 
was 
called in to 
attend the Kick man, and, recognizing at 
once the seriousness of the ca>e, called in 
consultation Dr. Fordyce Barker and Dr. 
Henry II. Spiffs. 
Upon examination, those 
physicians concluded that an abscess had 
formed between the patient's brain and skull 
immediately behind the left ear and had 
iuvolved the auditory canals on that side of 
the head. 
The necessity of an operation 
was Indicated by the symptoms, and on April 
9, at 4 p. in.. Dr. Henry li. Hands performed 
the operation of trepanning by the modern 
method, which has already been described.

declined, although his condition improved

who 
came to the Hoffman Annex from Utica, on 
Sunday, April 8, remained at the bedside

HIS 1,1 KE. 
Mr. Conkling was born on tbe 30th of Oc­ 
tober, 1829. He was a son of the Hon. Alfred 
Conkling, who held a number of high polit­ 
ical trusts, including a seat iu the Seven­ 
teenth congress and the position of minister 
to Mexico. 
He w as also an author of consid- 
eiable note, and several very valuable law­ 
books were written by him. 
Iloscoe Couk- 
ling w as educated at an academy in his na­ 
tive city, and studied law at Auburn and 
deneva He was a very brilliant young man, 


rank. 
His command of lauguage was re­ 
markable. 
In affluent and exuberant dic­ 
tion Mr. Conkling was never surpassed in 
either branch of congress, unless perhaps 
by Rufus Choate.” Mr. Conkling did not 
often speak in those days, but on a few 
occasions be gave such evidence of the 
possession of those po-.vers of eloquence to 
which Mr. Blaine refers that be quickly 
took rank as 
one 
of the 
orators of 
congress. 
The day that congress couvened 
in December, 1891, he created a sensation 
by introducing a resolution requesting the 
secretary of war “to report to the house 
whether any, and if any, wbat measures 
have been taken to ascertain w ho is respon­ 
sible for the disastrous movement of our 
troops at Ball's BUiff. ” The secretary of 
war, in answer to Mr. Conklmg’s re o n ion, 
stated that Maj. Gen. McCleLau, com m and­ 
ing the army, “is of opinion that an inquiry 
on the subject on the resolution would at 
this time be injurious to the public service.” 
Mr. Conkling was not satisfied, and im­ 
mediately offered another resolution looking 
to tlie same end. The debate which followed 
brought him out in his first forensic eff ort 
li is speech on this occasion gave him na­ 
tional fame in a dav. 


CONKLING IN HIS PRIM E. 
who knew more about law than 
many 
an 
old 
practitioner, 
when, at seven­ 
teen years of age he entered the office of 
Hpencer A Kernan at Utica. 
The latter g en­ 
tleman, whose name is familiar to all who 
read the papers, was to become the luture 
colleague of the young law student in the 
senate of the United States. 
Before he had 
reached his majority, before he had been 
admitted to the bar even, he received the 
appointment of district attorney of Oneida 
countv. 
He was admitted to the bar at 
twenty-one, and immediately commenced a 
most brilliant career as a lawyer. 
He also 
began to figure prominently in the politics 
of his state. He w-as a leader bv instinct, and 
soon became one iu fact 
Before he w as 
thirty years of age he had won great tri­ 
umphs as an advocate, become a recognized 
leader of his parly in New York, and been 
elected to the United States congress. 
Hav­ 
ing married a sister of Ex-Gov. Seymour, he 
made bis home in the city of Utica, of which 
he became mayor in 1858. He was defeated 
in a second contest for the mayoralty, but 
was elected to the Thirty-sixth congress, 
taking his seat in December. 1859. 
The 
fame which had gone before him, and the 
brilliant powers which he possessed, enabled 
him at once to assume a position of influence 
in the national legislature. 
He was re­ 
elected the following year, and entered the 
special session called by I’re-ideut Lincoln, 
July 4. 1801, with his brother Frederick, 
who was elected from New York city. 
In 
his candidacy for the Thirty-eighth congress 
he was defeated by Mr. Kernan, in whose 
office he bad formerly been a student, but 
was again successful in 1801, and resumed 
his seat in the Thirty-ninth congress. 
HIS FORENSIC TRIU M PH S. 
It was then that he begin th at grand series 
of forensic triumphs w hich have forced a 
passage into history, and entitled him to a 
position in the forefront of contemporary 
orators. 
The arraignm ent of 
McClellan’s 
generalship, his memorable speeches on the 
questions of the war, his opposition to the 
legal tender act. and his influence in direct­ 
ing the policy of the governm ent tow ard the 
Houth, have all served to elevate him in 
glory above his peers, a n J to establish his 
reputation beyond the reach of partisan 
bitterness. 
In the autum n of 1800 he was 
chosen United (States senator, assuming his 
duties on the 4.h ot March, 1807. 
He was 
le-eiected in 1878, and again in 1879. 
Mr. 
Conkling w-as the candidate of the Republi­ 
cans of New York at the Cincinnati conven­ 
tion of 1870, and oa the first ballot re­ 
ceived atl but one of the seventy votes from 
his state and thirty votes besides. 
After the 
sixch ballot the New York delegation retired 
for consultation, and as the contest then ap­ 
peared to be one between Blaine and Hayes 
the New York vote was thrown almost sol­ 
idly for the Ohioan, insuring his nomination. 
In 1880 Mr. Conkling appeared in the n a ­ 
tional convention at Chicago as the cham ­ 
pion of Gen. Grant, and his speech of nom ­ 
ination. in which occurred the passage: “You 
a-k where our candidate hails from, and the 
answer is, from Appomattox,” has become 
celebrated. 
It was Mr, Conkling, too, wTho 
offered the resolution pledging every m em ­ 
ber ot the convention to support the nom ­ 
inee, “whoever 
that nominee may be.” 
and 
when 
three 
delegates voted “no” 
it 
was 
Mr. 
Conkling who 
offered a 
resolution expelling the three delegates. 
In 
the warm discussion which followed Gen. 
Garfield played tae part ol peacemaker, and 
the incident gave him an opportunity to 
make that favorable impression upon the 
convention which largely 
promoted his 
nomination four davs later. 
In the diffi­ 
culties following the presidential election of 
1870, Mr. Conkling took acon«picuous pare, 
notably In the framing aud passage of the 
electoral commission a c t 
I'erhaps the greatest mistake in life was 
his resignation from the Uuited States sen­ 
ate in 18Mb 
It w-as occasioned bv w hat he 
deemed th<- arbitrary and unjust conduct cf 
Piesident Garfield in insisting on the con­ 
firmation of Gen Robertson a- collector of 
the port of New York. 
The public were not 
in sympathy with liis movement, and the 
fair fame of Mr. Conkling suffered at the 
hands of popular resentment. 
After retiring 
to private life he devoted himself to the 
practice of law- in New York city, and m an­ 
aged several important cases with great suc­ 
cess. 
CONKLING AND BLAINE. 
Mr. Conkiing's uuarrei with Mr. Blaine, 
arising from personalities used in debate in 
he house in 1805, has exercised remarkable 
influence upon the fortunes of the two men 
and upon the po itical history of their coun­ 
try. 
It w as a strong element in the defeat of 
3!r. B iaineinthe Cincinnati convention of 
1870 ami again at Chicago in 1880, and 
elected Mr. Cleveland president. 
It also led 
indirectly to the quarrel of Conkling with 
Garfield, tbs resignation of Conkling nn:l 
Piatt, the assassination of Garfield, and the 
fatal embit. ermen t of the Republican fac­ 
tions in 
New 
York 
suite. 
Mr. 
Blaine 
did not enter congress until 
1803, or 
four years after Mr. Conkling. hut in his 
book he thus speaks of hint: “The ablest 
and moat brilliant man oi the New York 
delegation was Roscoe Conkling. 
He had 
neen elected to the preceding congress when 
only twenty-nine years of age, aud had ex­ 
hibited an eloquence and readirte-s in de­ 
bate that at once placed him iu the front

Nelson Olson H o’.ong wan duly executed 
a t Fergus Falls. Minn., a t the d ate and 
hour announced. 
His last night on earth 
was was spent in Bound sleep, and no 
dream s of the terrible fate which awaited 
him seemed to trouble his mind. 
After 
Nels awoke lie lay on his cot for a few 
minutes aud then arose, telling the watch 
th a t he would n o t need his l>ed any more 
and th a t he could take it out. 
Every 
sound seemed to startle him, 
and he 
complained abo ut people peering into the 
windows to catch a glimpse a t him. When 
asked w hat he wanted 
for breakfast he 
called for fresh fish, but as none could be 
obtained he was given a fried spring chick­ 
en, which he ate with ap p aren t relish, 
drinking tw o cups of tea. 
After breakfast 
several ministers called, remaining with 
him for some time. 
To them Nels express­ 
ed the belief th a t he was going to heaven, 
showing th a t their labors have n o t been 
in vain. 
After dinner he sent for Sheriff Branden­ 
burg. 
He asked him if he had 
anything 
against him. 
The sheriff said: 
“ No, Nels, 
you have been a good boy since you have 
been here." 
“ A ell,” replied Nels, ‘‘you 
have bsen kind to me and given me a good 
home, but I am going to a better home 


r o w . " 
The sheriff retired and the m inis­ 
ters continued 
their labors 
with 
the 
prisoner. 
At 1:52 p. m. Sheriff Brundenburg en ter­ 
ed Holong’s cell, carrying a small valise. 
To the prisoner he said, “ Well, Nels, 
I 
m ust now perform my d u ty ," and, taking 
from his pocket the death w arrant, he be­ 
gan reading it to the condemned man, who 
stood with his head 
bowed upon his 
breast, staring a t the floor of his cell. 
His 
face was pale, but he betrayed noem otion, 
and it became evident th a t he would pass 
away w ithout flinching. 
<>n the inarch to the gallows 
the con­ 
demned man w alked slowly, but with a firm 
step, and with 
his head bowed. 
When 
they reached the gallows he looked up a t 
Hie rope with the fatal uooso in the end, 
but w hat ever feelings he may have expe­ 
rienced, no signs were depicted on his face. 
Sheriff Brandenburg aud the watch 
walk­ 
ed on either side, but he ascended 
the 
steps w ithout assistance and took his place 
on the center of ttio trap, asking if he was 
in tlie right place. Rev. A. Wold, of the Nor­ 
wegian Lutheran church, ascended to the 
platform and offered a sh ort prayer in 
Norwegian, asking the Almighty to be 
merciful to the sin.ul man, and finishing 
with the L o rd ’s I’rayer. The condemned 
man a legs were fastened together with 
shackles a t the ankles and a s tra p just 
above 
the knees. 
His arm s were also 
strapped just above the elbows. The noose 
was then applied, the knot coming under

left 
ta r. 
As 
Sheriff 
Branden­ 
burg 
was 
drawing 
the 
black 
cap 
over ids head Holong murmured “Oh, 
Jesus" in a scarcely audible tone, and they 
were the last words he ever uttered. 
The 
sheriff then stepped back, and, giving the 
lever a sudden jerk, the tra p fell, and the 
murderer of Lillie Field dropped aeveu feet 
ar.d hung motionless. 
There were only a 
few spasmodic* jerks of the limbs. 
It was 
just 2 o ’clock when the tra p was sprung. 
In eleven and a half minutes his pulse 
ceased a t the wrists, and in twenty minutes 
gave its final l>eat. 
It was on the morning of Friday, May 
27, 1887, th a t the brutal murder was co m ­ 
m itted for which 
Nels 
Olson 
Holong 
hanged. 
It occurred in the little town of 
St. Olaf. near Ashby, Minn. 
Lillie, the fif­ 
teen year-old daughter of Mrs. Alex. Field, 
was on the morning of the tragedy lelt a t 
home with her little brother and the hired 
man, Nels Olson Holong. 
The latte r was 
enamored of tne girl, and had for some 
time been persecuting her with attentions 
which she did 
not reciprocate. 
About 
9 
o ’clock 
Friday morniug, 
Nels 
told 
Clark, 
the 
little 
boy, 
to 
take 
a 
scoop shove) over to a neighbor a mile 
away. 
When the boy returned there were 
no sigus of Lillie or the hired 
man. 
The 
boy remained around home until evening, 
when his m other and older brother, ag»-d 
twenty-eight, returned from town. 
The 
absence of Nels did n o t excit any suspicion 
of wrong, and the girl had I*een in the hale 
it of going to a neighbor s house over 
night. 
Early the next morning when Mr. 
Field went to do the chores he noticed th a t 
tbe cattle had n o t been fed. and on pass­ 
ing through the hog yard a fearful sight 
was revealed to him -the nude body of his 
sister, dead, backed and m utilated and 
partially eaten by the hogs. 
Shortly after his capture he confess- d 
the m urder as follows: 
“ I killed Lillie 
Field. I d o n ’t know what my motive was, 
for she had never done anything to me. 
I 
wanted her picture and she would n o t give 
it to me. 
We quarreled, and I struck her 
on the back of tbe head. 8he did n ot move 
after th at; then I (here the m urderer drew 
his finger across his th r o a t significantly) 
threw her into the hog pen. 
I am very 
sorry t h a t I murdered her." 


T w o C lever Clrle C a u g h t. 
The arrest a t Birmingham. England, of 
tbe notorious Woodhall sisters, whose 
strange influence over the late Jo hn Gill of 
New York was the means of procuring for 
them the greater p a rt of his fortune, is an­ 
nounced in a cable dispatch received from 
London. 
Tbe story is th a t 
Alice, the 
younger of the sisters, resisted arrest, and 
endeavored to throw a lighted lam p a t the 
officer. 
The W oodhall sisters were of humble 
parentage, and caine from England a b o u t 
1870. 
H arriet was the elder, and the first 
to arrive. 
She obtained em ploym ent a* 
cook in the household of Joh n Gill, a 
wealthy m anufacturer of piano hardw are. 
She was soon in high favor with her em­ 
ployer, and obtained perm ission to send 
for her sister. 
Alice came and was install­ 
ed as chambermaid. 
In 1871 Mrs. Gill 
died. 
The Woodhall girls were neither 
prepossessing of countenance nor y o u th ­ 
ful. bu t a fair education had been added 
to their n atu ral cleverness, and they made 
the m ost of their opportunities. 
Mrs. Gill h ad n o t long been dead beforethe 
influence of the two English girls over Mr. 
Gill became very apparent. He gave them 
presents of money, furniture and fine 
clothes, aud lavished upon them a p p a r­ 
ently more affection th an he bestowed up- 
on his children. 
Indeed the la tte r were 
often excluded from his presence a t the 
will of his two favored servants, and it is 
said th a t one of the daughters, no longer 
able to endure the arrogance and insults 
ol her father's favorites, 
was forced to 
leave the house. 
I t is estim ated t h a t these clever adven­ 
turers had obtained from Mr. Gill no t less 
th a n $100,000 when they atternjjted the 
final stroke which made flight necessary 
and culminated in their arrest. T hat was 
the famous bond 
transfer, effected, as is 
alleged, partly by cajolery aDd partly by 
forgery. Mr. Gill bad $52,500 in 4 per cent 
registered 
United 
S tates bonds. 
They 
were sent to the treasury departm ent a t 
W ashington 
with 
a letter 
signed 
as 
it appeared, by Mr. Gill, requesting th a t 
they 
be 
cancelled 
and 
reissued 
to 
H arriet 
and 
Alice 
W oodhall.

The contact of the Woodhall sisters was 
investigated, and things began tolook very 
squally for them.

against the validity of a deed transferring 
to H arriet Woodhall one ol 
Mr. Gi I s 
houses in E ast Twenty-sixth street. 
The 
deed was declared void, but. a mortgage 
given by H arriet to an uptown 
bank to 
secure a loan was held to be a lien upon 
the property. 
Then old Mr. Gill died and civil suit was 
instituted to recover from the Woodhalls 
$150,000, alleged to have been fraudulent­ 
ly obtained from Mr. Gill. 
A judgment for 
$81,303.12 was rendered against them. 
Threatened arrest on a criminal charge, the 
sisters got together all they could take 
with them, and suddenly fled to England. 
Several thousand dollars were left behind on 
deposit id various banks. This money was 
siezed to satisfy in part, the judgment se­ 
cured by the estate. Old Mr Gill was worth 
a t one time a quarter of a million. 
The 
Woodhalls, it is said, left him n o t more 
th an $ 1 15,000. 
Tbe two women disappeared ab o u t three 
years ago. 
No trace of them was found 
until last summer, when they were dis­ 
covered near London by Cecil Campbell 
Higgins, attorney for Robert Gill, who is 
adm inistrator of his father’s estate. They 
were living quietly b ut sumptously. 


N llss De B a r 's Trouble. 
Mme. Dies De Bar's alleged spirit p a in t­ 
ings in New York have at last been traced. 
Tliey were n o t produced by ttie spirits, but 
were owned, and

His wife was in his room at th e 
time, and, 
n o t knowing w h at had 
been done, asked him w hat it was 
t h a t 
felt better, 
an d 
he replied: 
“ Some one has changed m y leg into a 
com fortable position. 
A nother instance was where a boy 
ab o u t 18 years ol 1 h a d sh o t himself 
through the right a rm 90 badly t h a t 
it w’as 
taken off a t the shoulder. 
When he recovered his senses after tiie 
op eratio n he com plained t h a t three of 
his fingers were bent over as if clasp­ 
ing a small egg tightly, and t h a t they 
h ad gone to sleep in t h a t position a n d 
were annoying him.

It was then that Le began th a t grand series 
of forensic trium phs w hich have forced a 
passage into history, aud entit'ed him to a 
position iQ the forefront of contem porary 
orators 
The arraignm ent of 
McClellan’s 
generalship, his memorable speeches on the 
questions of the war, his opposition to the 
legal tender act. and his influence in direct­ 
ing the policy of the governm ent toward the 
South, have all served lo elevate him in 
glory alcove bis peers, and to establish his 
reputation beyond the reach of partisan 
bitterness, 
in the autum n of 1866 he was 
chosen United States senator, assuming his 
duties on the 4.h of March, 1867. 
He was 
le-eiected in 1879, and again in 1879. 
Mr. 
twinkling was the candidate of the lie publi­ 
cans of New York at the Cincinnati conven­ 
tion of 1876, and oa the first ballot re­ 
ceived ail but one of the seventy votes from 
his state and thirty votes besides. 
Atter the 
sixth ballot the New York delegation retired 
for consultation, and as the contest then ap­ 
peared to be one between Blaine and Hayes 
the New York vote was throw n almost sol­ 
idly for t he Ohioan, insuring his nomination. 
In 1886 Mr. Conkling appeared in tile n a­ 
tional convention at Chicago as the cham ­ 
pion of Gen. Grant, and his speech of nom ­ 
ination. in which occurred the passage: “You 
a«k where our candidate ha.Is from, and the 
answer is, from Appomattox,” has become 
celebrated. 
It was Mr Conkling, too. who 
offered the resolution pledging every m em ­ 
ber of the convention to support the nom ­ 
inee, “whoever 
that nominee may be.” 
and 
when 
three 
delegates voted “no” 
it 
was 
Mr. Conkling who 
< tiered a 
resolution expelling the three delegates. 
In 
the warm discussion which followed Gen. 
Garfield played tao part of peacem aker, and 
the incident gave him an opportunity to 
make that favorable impression upon the 
convention which largely 
prom oted his 
nom ination tour days later. 
In the diffi­ 
culties following the presidential election of 
1876, Mf C onking to o t a conspicuous part, 
notably in the framing aud passage of the 
electoral commission a c t 
Perhaps the greatest m istake in life was 
his resignation from the United States sen­ 
ate in 1880. 
It was occasioned bv w hat he 
deemed th*- arbitrary and unjust conduct cf 
Pi evident Garfield in insisting on the con­ 
firmation of Gen Robertson as collector of 
the iK»rt ut New York. 
The public were not 
in sympathy with his movement, and the 
j fair fame of Mr. Conkling suffered at the

Tw o Clever Cirls C au g h t. 
The arrest a t Birmingham, Kngland, of 
the notorious W oodhall sisters, whose 
strange influence over the late John Gill of 
New York was the m eans of procuring for 
them the greater p a rt of his fortune, is an­ 
nounced in a cable dispatch received from 
London. 
The sto ry is th a t Alice, the 
younger of the sisters, resisted arrest, and 
endeavored to throw a lighted lam p a t tbs 
officer. 
The W oodhall sisters were of humble 
parentage, and came from England ab o u t 
1870. H arriet was the elder, and the first 
to arrive. 
.She obtained em ploym ent a* 
cook in the household of Jo h n Gill, a 
wealthy m anufacturer of piano hardw are. 
She was soon in high favor with ber em­ 
ployer, and obtained perm ission to send 
for her Bister. Alice came and was in stall­ 
ed as cham berm aid. 
In 1871 Mrs. Gill 
died. The W oodhall girls were neither 
prepossessing of countenance nor y o u th ­ 
ful, b u t a fair education bad been added 
to their n atu ral cleverness, an i they made 
the m ost of their opportunities. 
Mrs. Gill h&d’n o t long been dead beforethe 
influence of the tw o English girls over Mr. 
Gill became very apparent. He gave them 
presents of money, furniture and fine 
clothes, and lavished upon them a p p ar­ 
ently more affection th an he bestowed up­ 
on his children. 
Indeed the la tte r were 
often excluded from his presence a t the 
will of his two favored servants, and it is 
said th a t one of the daughters, no longer 
able to endure the arrogance and insults 
of her father's favorites, 
was forced to 
leave the house. 
It is estim ated th a t these clever adven­ 
turers had obtained from Mr. Gill not less 
th a n $ 100,000 when they attem pted the 
final stroke which m ade flight necessary 
and culm inated in their arrest. T hat was 
the fam ous bond 
transfer, effected, as is 
alleged, partly by cajolery and partly by 
forgery. Mr. Gill had $52,500 in 4 per cent 
registered 
United 
S tates 
bonds. 
They 
were cent to the treasury departm ent a t 
W ashington 
with 
a letter 
signed as 
it appeared, by Mr. Gill, requesting th a t 
they 
be 
cancelled 
and 
reissued 
to 
H arriet 
and 
Alice 
W oodhall. 
The 
transfer blank on the back of each bond 
was properly filled out and signed. 
The 
letter accom panying the bonds asked th a t 
the new bonds be sent to Mr. Gill s ad ­ 
dress. 
The request was complied w ith,the 
tw o servant girls secured the reissued 
bonds and disposed of them through the 
firm of Fisk A H atch. 
This was in May, 
1883. 
About this time the courts, a t the in­ 
stance of m em ber-ol Mr. Gill’s family, de­ 
clared hun im ajiableof managing his estate. 
The contact of the W oodhall sisters was 
investigated, and things began tolook very 
squally for them . 
C ontest was 
made 
against the validity of a deed transferring 
to H arriet W oodhall one ol 
Mr. Gi I s 
houses in E ast T w enty-sixth street. 
The 
deed was declared void, but a mortgage 
given by H arriet to an uptown 
bank to 
secure a loan was held to l»e a lien upon 
the property. 
Then old Mr. Gill died aud civil suit was 
instituted to recover from the W oodhalls 
$150,000, alleged to have teen fraudulent­ 
ly obtained from Mr. Gill. 
A judgm ent for 
$81,303.12 was rendered against them . 
Threatened arrest on a crim inal charge, the 
sisters got together all they could take 
with them, and suddenly fled to England. 
Several thousand dollars were left t>ehind on 
deposit id various hnnks. This money was 
siezed to satisfy In p a rt the judgm ent se­ 
cured by the estate, old Mr Gill was w orth 
a t one tim e a q u arter of a million. 
The 
W oodhalls, it is said, left him n o t more 
th an $115,000. 
The tw o women disappeared a b o u t three 
years ago. No trace of them was found 
until last sum mer, when they were dis­ 
covered near London by ('eeil Campbell 
Higgins, atto rn ey for R obert Gill, who is 
ad m in istrato r of his fath er’s estate. They 
were living quietly but sum ptously.

tle inclined in the other direction, or 
slightly toeing out. 
Immediately ho 
exclaimed: 
“T hat feels so much b et­ 
ter.” 
His wife was in his room at the 
time, and, 
not knowing what had 
been done, asked him what it was 
that 
felt better, 
and 
he replied: 
"Some one has changed my leg into a 
com fortable position. 
Another instance was where a boy 
a b o u t 18 years oi l had shot himself 
through the right arm so badly that 
it was 
taken off at the shoulder. 
When he recovered ids senses alter the 
operation he complained that three of 
his fingers were bear over as if clasp­ 
ing a sm all egg tightly, and that they 
had gone to sleep in that position and 
were annoying him.

to had become bent under the hand;

b itter cold; yet in this great establish­ 
ment, employing hundreds of young 
girls, there was n o t heat enough to 
thaw o u t a frozen m u sk rat. 
These 
girls, w ithout h a ts or hoods, cloaks, 
wraps, or gloves—for saleswomen and 
cash girls m ust lay these aside when 
on d u ty —all through the live-long 
d ay , endure sufferings which a hum ane 
farm er would spare his cattle and his 
fowls, for they, a t least, would be pro­ 
tected from the w intry blast. 
“ W hy is it so cold here,” was asked; 
““have you no furnace or stoves?” 
“O, yes, sir; there are fires, but they 
d o n ’t give ou t much heat, and you 
see the cold rushes in every time the 
d o o rs open, and they are open nearly 
all the time during the day, so m any 
people come and go.” 
And while the girl was speaking a 
gust ot chilly air swept down the 
store, causing even the warmly-clad 
custom ers to shiver. 
‘‘Is there no remedy for this? won’t 
the firm put in more stoves or build 
a vestibule so 
as

“ No, sir; we'ye complained of the 
cold, hut it d on’t seem to m ake any

•with a wonderful assiduity. 
He rode 
just so far each day, when the w eath­ 
er was fair, and a t such an hour. 
He 
had a great variety of clothing, which 
he regulated with precision by the 
therm om eter, sometimes changing his 
dress m any times a day, and selected 
for his over clothes when he rode out 
th e very garm ents which the mercury 
indicated. 
He had a weathercock p u t upon his 
stable within fair view from his bed­ 
room and sitting room, and th a t and 
bis therm om eter, and all possible or 
impossible sighs of the weather,he was 
watching constantly, and found in 
these occupations a very agreeable 
way of employing all his day and all 
his days. How far his long life is to be 
a ttrib u te d to this excessive care it is 
impossible to tell, but he outlived ev­ 
ery brother an d sister,every b rother's 
wife, every sister’s husband, and his 
•own wife, and died in 1837 a t the age 
of eighty-one.

Mr. S te w a rt offered a resolution, which 
was ad o pted, calling on the secretary oi 
s t a te for inform at ion as to tho case of 
J o h n Prussia, a n aturalized American citi­ 
zen, who has Wen impressed in to the mili­ 
ta r y service of France, am i t o o th e r like 
cases. 
The s e n a te resum ed co n sid eratio n of the 
bill to provide for the adm ission of the 
s ta te of S o u th D a k o ta and for the o rg an ­ 
ization of the te r r ito ry of N o rth D a k o ta. 
Mr. T urpie 8[ioke in o p p o sitio n to the 
bill of the m a jo rity of the com m ittee, an d 
in su p p o rt of t h a t of the m in o rity .

us through the surface o: the body? 
How is it th a t the same finger w hich 
tells us that a substance is hard or 
soft, tells us also th a t it is hot or cold? 
Have we, as some physiologists aver, 
a sixth sense, th a t of temperature? If 
not, how' comes it th a t a single touch 
of the finger conveys to the brain, in 
the same instant, two distinct impres­ 
sions, perhaps three, for the substance 
j in question m ay be wet, as well as hot 


1 or cold, hard or soft? Physiologists 
I cannot tell us; they only know th a t 
| the sensations so conveyed are sepa- 
I rable, and th a t the ways by which 
they reach the brain are not the same. 
! The subject is by 110 means new. but 
! fresh light has lately been thrown on 
j it by the researches of tiroSw i*ssa- 
j vants, M 
A. Herzen and Professor 
i Horet. 
The observations of these two 
'gentlemen, besides being highly inter- 
1 esting. psychologically as well as pliys- 
j iologically, are of considerable prac- 
i tical importance in their relation to 
j the training of the blind. 
Pressure on a limb—as, for instance, 
when we tall asleep lying on one of our 
arm s—if continued for some time, 
makes it more or less numb. 
It grad­ 
ually loses the power of transm itting 
sensations to thebrain. 
According to 
the observations of M. Herzen, the 
first sense lost is th a t of touch, the 
second th a t of cold, the third th a t of 
pain, the last th a t of heat . 
He sav> 
th a t when one of his arm s is so torpid 
th a t he has to feel for it with tlie 
other, and it is impervious to a pinch 
or a prick, it is sensibleto the w arm th 
of the ot her hand. 
If the pressure be 
prolonged, the limb ceases 
to 
be 
affected even by heat. There are peo­ 
ple, otherwise healthy, whose capacity 
of feeling is so far incomplete th a t they 
never know w hat it is to be cold so far 
as sensations conveyed to the skin are 
concerned. 
Winter is the same to 
them 
as summer. 
This probably 
arises from an abnorm al condition of 
the spinal cord. 
M. Herzen mentions 
the case of an old woman whose legs, 
p a rtia lly paralyzed, could feel only 
pain and cold. 
At her autopsy it wras 
found th a t the spinal cord in the 
neighborhood of the nervous centres 
of the back was shriveled and ot her­ 
wise in an unhealthy state. 
But M. 
Herzen has not rested content with 
observations of his own specie!-; he has 
made experiments on the lower ani­ 
mals, classified several of the sensa­ 
tions of the touch, and discovered 
their localizations in the organism; 
and Professor Soret, taking up tlie 
psychological branch of the subject, 
has tried to find out how far the sense 
of touch m ay be made to convey to 
the sightless an idea 0 1 the beautiful. 
F o r as a deaf musician may enjoy m u­ 
sic, despite his deafness, so m ay a 
blind m an find pleasure in beauty of 
form, notw ithstanding his blindness. 
In the one case the pleasure comes 
from the rhythm , or rather from son­ 
orous vibrations of the air, produced 
by the playing, in the other from the 
sym m etry and regularity of the object 
handled. 
“When 
music 
is 
going 
on I feel something here,” said to M. 
Boret a deaf m ute who enjoyed operas, 
putting his hand on his stomach. The 
blind, even those born blind, as P ro ­ 
fessor Soret has ascertained by inqui­ 
ries among the inm ates of the blind 
asylum of Lausanne, have the same 
love of sym m etry as the deaf. 
The 
girl embroiderers atta c h much im port­ 
ance to the perfect regularity of the 
designs which they are required to re­ 
peat in the work. The basket-makers 
insist on the willow withes they use 
being all straight and of the same 
length. 
Solutions of continuity in the 
things they handle are, to the blind, 
indications of 
ugliness. 
They 
lil^ 
evenness of surface, regularity of shape; 
a cracked pot, a rough table, or a 
broken chair causes them positivedis- 
comfort. 
But to create in the mind 
of a person born blind an artistic idea 
involves a measure of pysehological 
development which it is very difficult 
to im part and 
requires from both 
teacher 
and scholar great patience 
and long sustained effort.

Within IOO feet of it are springs which 
are boiling hot, abd the ranchers in 
the vicinity uses the water to scald 
hogs in the butchering season.—Silver 
State.

ments, or whether or not we may lie 
suffering from some ailment wherein 
the use of such drug would be posi­ 
tively deterimenal.

phosphates are aseful medicaments 
in certain diseases; but they should 
no more lie taken indiscriminately 
day after day 
and 
without 
the 
prescription of a physician, 
than 
arsenic, aconite or calomel; indeed, 
there are conditions of the system, 
particularly with women, when the 
prudent physician would Is* loath to 
premit the use of lime phosphate* 
even as a medicine. 
The fallacy of this claim of the 
manufacturers of phosphatic baking 
j powders will be apparent to all when
